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CHINA FOR CHINESE °” 
SPIRIT OF REVOLUTION

dress delivered in the McDougall 

Methotist Church yesterday morning 

by the Rev. George Hariwell, who has 

come to Canada straight irom’ the 
storm centre In China. For twenty 
years Mr. Hartwell has been a mis- 
sionary of the Methodist Church in 

Chint. He is now in Canada on fur- 

lough and js using his holiday time in 

Visiting all the principal eities of the 

Dominion to stimulate Interest in the 

Chinese resident in this country and 

to encourage the formation of classes 

for thelr education. From his long 
residence in China, Mr. Hartwell 
knows well the Chinese mind and lan- 


guage and speaks with authority of | 


conditions in the Orient, 
Foreign Cexpital Foreign Aggression, 

Foreign capital, Mr. Harewell . de- 
clared yesterday, is regarded by the 
Chinese as foreign aggression, and in 
the present revolutionary movement 
they are making an effort to save 
their country from what they believe 
to be a foreign invasion carried on 
under cover, The trouble has been 
caused by a raihway project of the 
federal or central government of the 
Chinese Empire. China has as,yet no 
trunk railway crossing the country 
from east to west. Several years ago 
the great province of Sz Chuan and 
other smaller provinces decided to 
raise money for the building of a road 
from Henkow on the east to Chantu 
on the west, a distance of 1,400 miles, 
The raising of the money for this un- 
dertaking was carried on by the gov- 
ernors of the provinces by the selling 
of bonds, taxation and the conduct of 
lotteries. But when the time came 
to account for the proceeds, it was 
found that the money had eVaporated., 
Some of it had been diverted to other 
public purposes and a ;aeu deal had 
completely disappeared. The central 
sovernment at Pekin then stepped in 
and took upon itsel’ the responsibil- 
ity of raising funds for the building 
of the road. It proposed to finance 
the railway by, the sale_of bonds in 
foreign markets, or in other words, 
the borrowing of money from foreign 
powers, Against this proposal the 
Chinese people have risen in protert, 
to save their country, as they believe, 
from the “foreign devil.” 

China’s Geogrephical Handicaps. 

Mr. Hartwell has been a resident in 
the city of Chantu which is the pro- 
posed Western terminus of the rail- 
way. The western portion of the 
provinee of Sz Chuan is mountainous 
and the building of a railway through 
it would be a costly undertaking and 
engineering feat similar to the con- 
struction of- a road through the Ca- 
nadian Rockies, 

In speaking of the awakening of 
China, Mr. Hartwell ascribed its back- 
wardness in the march of the world’s 
civilization in part to geographical 
reasons. There were great natural 
darriers which had kept from China 
all the influences of the outside world. 
Until recent years these barriers had 
been impenetrable. On the west there 
were the Himalayan mountains and 
Thibetan plateau; the great barrier on 
the north was the prairie desert 
Siberia, and on the east there was the 
Pacific ocean. 

Reforms of Recent eYars 

The intrusion of European nations 
had forced China to become a militafy 
power, Japan, Hritain, Russia and 
Italy had all seized 
territory taking advantage of her de- 
fenceless state. In the higher classes 
of Chinese society the soldier has 
hitherto not found a part. The chief 
divisions have ‘been from time imme- 
morial, first the scholar, second, the 
farmer, third, the mechanic, and 
fourth, the merchant. 

All the great reforms of recent 
years in China, Mr Hartwell declared, 
had heen instituted by the missionar- 
{es of the Christian churches. They 
had started the petition against the 
Sule of opium, had protested against 
the practice of foot binding and had 
contended for the education of women. 
Previous to the entrance of the mia- 
sionaries, not one girl in 100,000 could 
read a single character. At one time 
there had been no Sunday in China, 
Dut now wherever there was a public 
achool on the seventh day a sign was 
hung on the closed front door ‘This
